The action taken may be constitutional within the strict meaning of the 
but it seems a violation of the spirit of the constitution. Yet it is not 
the first time this has happened in Canada... In fact ever since the popuwla- 
tien of the West began to increase so rapidly, while the population of On- 
tario and the Maritime Provinces failed to keep pace with Quebec’s in- 
crease in population, there has been a tendency at Ottawa to precipitate 
general elections in the vear of ‘the census taking right op the eve of redis- 
ribution but before making it effective. 

Let us take a historical glance back over the past thirty years and the 
last three census enumerations. In 1891 the House of Commons consisted 
of 215 members representing the Provinces as follows: Ontario 92, Quebee 
65, Nova Scotia 21, New Brunswick 16, Prince Edward Island 6, Manitoba 5, 

sritish Columbia 6, North West Territories 4. This was a census year but 
instead of a redistribution bill being passed before going to the country, 
Tarliament was dissolved, the issue being Reciprocity with the United States. 
It was not until five years later that the country secured the benefits of the 
readjustment which was really due in 1891, 

The next tensus came in 1901, but a general election had been held the 
preceding year, but as the result of the previously delayed redistribution On- 
tario was entitled to only 86 members instead of 92, the three Maritime 
Provinces lost 8, while Manitoba doubled its quota fyom 5 to 10, the North 
West Territories from 4 to 11, and British Columbia added one. In 1905 
the new Proyincés of Alberta and Saskatchewan were created, Saskatche- 
wan being given 10 members and Alberta 7. This additional representa- 
tion became effective in 1908. : 

’ While the figures of the census of 1911 were being tabulated, Recipro- 
city with the United States again became a live issue and an Agreement 
signed with the United States came before Parliament for ratification. 
Strong opposition developed in Eastern Canada and the Opposition obstruct- 
ed and blockaded the passage of the bill., The Goyernment thereupon ap- 
peaied to the country, and once again the West was deprived of its rightful 
representation on a question in which it was vitally interested, while the 
East was alowed a representation to which it was not justly entitled. 

War broke out in 1914 and by agreement the life of the Parliament 
elected in 1911 was extended and it was not until 1917, therefore that the 
people secured the benefits of the representation to which they werg really 
entitled in 1911. That long delayed readjustment further reduced On- 
tario’s representation to 82, a loss of 10 members in two decades; Nova 
Scotia dropped to 16, a loss of 5 in the samie period; New Brunswick fell to 
11, a loss of 5; P.E.I, to 8, or only one-half what it had in 1891. On the 
other hand Manitoba increased to 15, or three times its representation in 
1891; Saskatchewan got 16 and Alberta 12, as compared with 4 for the 
N.W.T. in 1891; British Columbia was accorded 13 as conypared with 6 in 
1891; and the Yukon was given one. pu 

In other words, although the membership of: the House of Commons only 
increased from 215 in 1891 to 234 on the strength of the census of 1911, 
the representation west of the Great Lakes rose from 15 to 57, while the 
representation east of the Great Lakes fell from. 200 to 177 

It is generally agreed, both East and West, that the same evolution 
in the political power of the country is taking place; that is, that the repre- 
sentation of the West will be increased and that of the East decreased when

Again, the senior grades, which could only get into 
two classes of competition because of the way the prize list 
is made out, were compelled to compete against a school 
which could enter all the classes. It was thus deemed fair 
by the officials that this should exist. 

The various rooms here, none of which | contained 
more than three grades, were forced to compete against a 
school which by reason of its one room could enter every 
class. é 

Does the calling of each room a “ school” seem a fair 
basis on which to award the diploma, as Rule 40 (Scheol 
Competitions) states ? ; 

For all this, taking the five rooms and calling them, 
combined, a “ school,” Stony Plain Consolidated took by far 
the largest number of points ; but did not get the diploma, 
as it is not possible for any one room to enter enough 


=lclasses to Compete successfully against the other rooms in 


the school and outside schools as well. No matter how 
many prizes were taken here, they were divided among five 
rooms; so the totel for any one room or “school,” as it was 
classed, would be quite small. / 

The diploma went to Golden Spike Senior Room, 
with a total of 121 points. 
took about 30 points, making a total of 151 points. 

The most points gathered by one room of Stony Plain 
Consolidated School was 59, but taking the five rooms as a 
school the total was 207 points. 

It is true that the diploma went to a school of more 
than one room, but the division in the winning school takes 
place ae Grade 5. In the local schoo) the divisions take 
place at Grade 1, Grade 3, Grade 5, Grade 8, Grade 11, so 
there are not enough classes for any one room to enter to 
yet the diploma, 

Suppose, for example, Grades 6, 7 and 8 should enter 
enough classes to get the diploma. In all probability en- 
tries in the same classes would be made by Grades 4, 5, 9. 
It is also just to think that the work of the higher grades 
would be better and would take the largest number of point 
winning prizes, thus splitting the points between two 
“* schools,” as it were, yet being in the same school. Stould 


the work of the primary room taken as a “ school,” be sup- 
posed to be as good\as that of higher grades ? 

There is no ill-feeling towards the school winning the | 
diploma whatever, and Golden Spike is to be héartily
